Why Increase Was Urged. 

But it must be remembered that during 
the same time there was an increase of ex- 
penditure amounting to 81. 100 009. 77, leaving 
a net increase of taxes over expenditures of 
only $420,865.55. 

“In my 1907 message to the general as- 
sembly, I stated that the tax rate could 
have been lowered, but that in view of ex- 
traordinary expenditures for the rehabilta- 
tion of the state charitable institutions and 
the erection of new buildings, it was deemed 
wise to leave the tax rate at 50 cents on the 
$100. 

Another correction to which Gov. Yates’ 
tax comparison is subject arises from the 
circumstances that in 1902 Gov. Yatss got 
$1,065,302.78 from the United States, funds 
reimbursed to Illinois for expenses incurred 
by the state during the civil war and the 
Spanisb-Amerſean war. 

It was the reveipt of this sum which en- 
abled him to reduce the tax rate in 1902 from 
50 cents to 40 cents on the $100. 

“The average rate of taxes during hs ad- 
ministration, when both items are included, 
was 61% cents upon the 5100, as compared 
with the rate under my administration of 
50 cents. 

Auditor’s Work Defended. 

“ Alluding to the governor's ‘criticism upon 
the work of the institution auditor, I would 
call attention to the chreumetances which 
led to the creation of that office at the be- 
ginning of my administration. 

“ The constitution of the state imposes upon 
the governor the duty of examining the re- 
ports of officers of executive departments 
and public institutions of moneys received or 
disbursed by them.

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BANKER LOSES; BROKER PAYS 


0. w. Gillett Settles for $48,000 
Defalcation of a Cashier. 


LATTER NOW IS IN PRISON. 


Oharles W. Gillett, a broker at 115 Adams 
street, yesterday paid $22,500 to the directors 
of the First National bank of Seymour, Wis., 
in settlement of a sult started against him to 
recover nearly 80,000 that had been lost in 
speculation by a defaulting cashier. 

The sult, which wae to have come to 
trial tomorrow before United States Judge 
Landis, will be dismissed under the terms 
of the settlement. 

It is said to be the first time in the history 
of this country. that money illegally paid out 
by the cashier of a national bank has been 
recovered from a broker. 

Thomes Coghill, the defaulting cashier, 
now is serving a five year sentence in the 
federal prison at Leavenworth, Kas. 


Seeks to Supplement His Salary. 

Coghill, whose salary apparently was not 
equal te the demands made upon it by his 
manner of Hfe, began speculating in wheat, 
using the bank's funde d@uring the eight 
months prior to Jan. 10, 1907. He dealt on 
the Chicago hperd with the brokerage house 
of Mr. Gillett, through E. G. Heeman, who 


is said to have received a salary of $75 a week | 


and half of the profite of business that he 
turned over to Gillett. 

It was Coghill's custom to make all pay- 
ments by drafts on the Commercial Na- 
tional bank of Chicago, or the National Ex- 
change bank of Milwaukee. In each instance 
they were signed ‘‘ Thomas Coghill, cashter.” 

Coghill's shortage was discovered by Sam- 
uel H. Cady, a Green Bay lawyer anda direo- 
tor of the First Nationa) bank of Seymour. 
He obtained a complete confession from the 
embezzler. The cashier's arrest followed, and 
he was taken to Milwaukee, where he plead- 
ed guilty before the United States court, and 
was sentenced to five years in prison. He 
turned over all hie property in restitution, 
and his wife, who had some money in her 
own right, did Nkewise. 


Sometimes Won $5,000 in a Day. 

All his operations were in wheat, according 
to the confession made by Coghill, and he 
said that at times he won from $800 to $5,000 
a day, at other times losing. To cover his 
tracks he made all payments by bank drafts 
which he signed as cashier of the Seymour 
bank, and it was on this ground that suit was 
instituted against Mr. Gillett fer the recov- 
ery of $48,000. 

The claim was made by the G@irectors of 
the bank that as Coghill made the pay- 
ments as cashier of the bank, the brokers 
had no legal right to accept the money for 
speculating purposes without first ascertain- 
ing whether it was with the consent of the 
directors. 

Gillett filed eighteen special pleas in answer 
to the complaint, which were argued in Octo- 
ber, and Judge Landis sustained the bank 
AMrectors in every point. Attorney Cady 
then filed a special motion under the dis 
covery statutes: to examine Gillett’s books; 
claiming that the account was carried on 
the brokers’ books as Thomas Coghill * 
and not as cashier of the bank. 


Judge Orders Books Shown. 

There was only one decision on such a mo- 
tion in the federal court, that being from 
Pennsylvania, but Judge Landis sustained 
the motion and ordered the books produced in 
court, reversing the decision of the Penneyl- 
vania court. The case was set for trial on 
Wednesday, and rather than produce his 
books in court Gillett offered to compromise 
for $22,500. His offer was accepted and the 
money was turned over to F. R Dilimer of 
Seymour, president of the bank, last night. 

Mr. Heeman would not discuss the matter 
last night beyond admitting that the details 
were essentially correct and there had been 
a settlement.

Gov. Yates also depeecates the present 
cost of maintaining the state factory inspec- 
tion department and makes some compari- 
son of expenditures which show how little 
was spent during his own and how much has 
been spent during the present administration.

Relates Talk with Deneen. 


The physician was asked to detail the con-

Simply Examines Accounts. 

“The board has an auditor examine our 
accounts, answered Dr. Green. That 
is about all it does for thie asylum. 

Dr. Green then said full authority had been 
given him to run the institution as he thought 
best and that he had done so without inter- 
ference from anybody. 

‘Much .of the evening session was given 
over to a close scrutiny of the supposed com- 
petition between the Star and Crescent Flour 
company and the Eckhart & Swan Flour 
company, which supplied the institution's 
flour. The two concerns, according to Rep- 
resentative Hope, are one and the same. 
B. A. Eckhart, prominent in state republican 
politics, is reputed to be the head of both 
concerns. 

An inspection of the asylum’s papers 
showed that the two concerns were the only 
bidders for the business of the institution, 
and that the desirable contracts were let 
alternately to each of them. 

An examination of the coal contracts dis- 
closed the fact that immediately after the 
installation of the Deneen trustees in 1905 
the annual outlay for coal fell nearly 85 per 
cent. This was accomplished in part by the 
summary abrogation of the contract with 
one Chicago coal company. The annual cost 
of the coal consequently fell from $67,104 
for 1904 to $48,652 for the following year.

Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, who since 
the marriage of his daughter Helen to the 
king of Italy had become emboldened there- 
by to disregard the views of the reigning 
house of Russia, and had treated the czar 
and his government in the most cavalier and 
ungrateful manner, utterly unmindful of past 
favors; has now left his capital, in the com- 
pany of the Russian minister plenipotentiary 
at Cettinje for St. Petersburg; in order to 
make his peace with the emperor. 

There is no doubt that he will. be compelled 
to eat a good deal of humble pie in the Mus- 
covite capital before he receives pardon for 
all the affronts, not to say insolences, of 
which he has rendered himself guilty to- 
wards Russia and its ruler, especially since 
the recent. Muscovite war with Japan. 

Until 1902 the prince of Montenegro was in 
receipt of large annual subsidies from the 
Russian treasury, and also from the privy 
purse of the czar. 

But when the latter found that the funds 
sent to Cettinje were squandered by the 
prince in gambling, instead of being applied 
to the purposes for which they were des- 
tined, and also ascertained that the remon- 
strances and the advice of hie minister at 
Cettinje were flouted by the prince, on the 
ground, that he was not a vassal of Russia, 
but an independent sovereign, the emperor 
tightened his purse-strings. 

Matters reached a climax when the prince 
of the Black Mountain persisted in giving a 
grand military and court festival at Cettinje 
on the day after the destruction of the Rus- 
sian fleet by Admiral Togo, although two of 
the regiments taking part in the ceremony 
had been organized, equipped, armed, and 
until then maintained at the expense of the 
Russian ruler. 

—~o~ 

Prince Nicholas then turned for money and 
support to his son-in-law, King Victor Em- 
manuel, whose generosity he exhausted by his 
extravagances, to such an extent that a 
serious break occurred. 

Next he applied to Emperor Francis Joseph, 
who. for political reasons, showed himself 
generous. 

But when the prince discovered that Aus- 
tria was bent om constructing the Mitrovitza 
railroad, with a branch line to the Lake of 
Scutari, he found therein a grave obstacle 
to his projects of eventually uniting most 
of the Balkan states under his own scepter, 
and protested at Vienna so vigorously as to 
close all doors there against h and to cut 
off all further supplies. 

Finding himself thus in a worse quandary 
than ever, and at his wits’ ends for money, 
he has, prompted by the clever Russian en- 
yoy at Cetzinje, turned his face once more 
in the dir on of St, Petersburg, where, ap- 
pealing to the czar, not only for pecuniary 
assistance, but also for support in opposi- 
tion to the railroad projects of Alistria, it 
is probable that he will obtain at any rate 
some of the money for which he is now apply- 
ing. 
But that he will ever recover the privi- 
leged position which he formerly enjoyed 
in Russia, when the late Emperor Alexander 
III. described him as his only true friend,” 
and as the sole foreign ruler upon whom 
Russia could entirely rely,” are past and gone 
forever. 

Russia has taken the man's measure, and 
has now learned that his friendship is a mere 
marketable commodity, that he is unreliable, 
and that if be has once more to her 
it is merely because he has behaved so as 
to cause doors everywhere else to be shut 
in his face.

BRYCE PRAISES JEFFERSON. 


Charlottesville, Va., April 13.—[Special. }— 
James Bryce, British ambassador to the 
United States, in an address here today 
eulogized Thomas Jefferson in glowing terms. 

The occasion was the one hundred and 
sixty-fifth anniversary of Jefferson's birth- 
day and the efghty-ninth anniversary of the 
foundation of the University of Virginia. 

Mr. Bryce said in part: 

No one can stand here without thinking 
much and wishing to say much about Thomas 
Jefferson, the founder of this famous univer- 
sity, and, next to George Washington, one of 
the two or three remarkable men that Vir 
ginia has given. to the United States and to 
the world. 

“ Jefferson was a man of wonderfully 
vigorous and many sided min man of in- 
finite curiosity and infinite activity. Scarce- 
ly a subject of inquiry lay outside of the 


range of his versatile intellect. Whether you 


like him or not, you cannot help being at- 
tracted by him. Whether you think his in- 
fluence on erica wholesome or pernicious, 
you must admit that influence to have been 
pervading and permanent. » 

“His writings are no longer widely read; 
his name h more on the lips than are his 
ideas in the recollection of those who claim to 
de his disciples. But that men should still 
call themselves his disciples and should 
nearly a century his death claim to be 
maintaining his traditions is a remarkable 
tribute to his giftse—a remarkable evidence of 
the power he exerted on his contemporaries,” 

In closing the ambassador paid this tribute 
to Virgina: 

“Many of her sons have done splendid 
service and reflected glory upon this seat of 
learning and on the commonwealth of Vir 
ginia. May this oldest of all your states ever 
hold: high that banner of freedom and en- 
Ughtenment which her founders planted on 
the shores of the new world 301 years ago.”
